Subject. — Import of (i) Ball bearing, (11) Bolts and nuts and (111) Oil-seals for use 
as spare parts of agricultural tractors. 

No. 151-ITC(P.N.)/53. — The attention of importers is invited to para. (3) of An- 
nexure (1) to the Appendix ‘ZB' of the Red Book for the July-December 1953 period, 
according to which the import of Ball Bearings of the types referred to therein Is 
restricted to 1 per cent, of the face-value of the quota licences granted for tractors. 
Representations have been received from the Tractor importers that the facility 
provided in the existing policy is in sufficient to meet their requirements for servic- 
ing their tractors in the field. 
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2. The matter has been examined and it has been decided that quota licences 
for tractors may be utilized to the extent of 2 per cent, of the face value to import 
Ball Bearings of the types not specified in Appendix ‘C’ of the current Red Book. 

3. It is also clarified for general Information that the quota licences granted for 
import of Spare Parts of Agricultural Tractors and for tractors drawn agricultural 
implements (Serial No. 74/V) in terms of Public Notice No. 130-ITC(P.N.)/53, dated 
21st September 1953, are also valid to cover import of (i) Oil Seals and (11) Bolts & 
Nuts suitable for use on tractors only.
